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A LEARNING centre provid¬ 
ing specialist training and 
advice to hundreds of unem¬ 
ployed people across Harlow 
will be forced to close by the 
end of the month. 

Since it opened in West Gate 11 
months ago, The Learning Shop 
has helped 144 local people gain 
qualifications in literacy, numera¬ 
cy and computer skills. 

Recently it has been dealing with an 
unprecedented demand for its services, 
but now faces closure after Govern¬ 
ment agency University for Industry 
announced it was axeing its Learn 
Direct funding because it had failed to 
meet strict training targets. 

“Frankly, this could not have come 
at a worse time,” said Charles 
Montlake, director of education at the 
town centre shop. 

“If the Government wants to help 
the unemployed get back into work and 
help drag the country out of recession, 
it should be ploughing more money 
into training centres like ours, not tak¬ 
ing it away.” 

According to the Government’s own 
figures, four out of five of Harlow’s 
adult population do not have GCSE- 
equivalent skills in numeracy while 58

per cent lack the same level of literacy 
skills. 

Although there is currently a second 
Learning Shop at Slacksbury Hatch, 
Mr Montlake said he believed it too 
would be forced to shut later this year. 

“Where are people supposed to go 
to learn the vital skills and gain the 
qualifications they need to find work 
during a recession?” he added. 

Jane Ellis, performance director for 
the University for Industry’s eastern 
region, said the recession had put enor¬ 
mous pressure on its resources and had 
forced it to make a number of cut¬ 
backs. 


“UFI receives funds annually : 
the Learning and Skills Council, which 
is used to meet training priorities iden¬ 
tified by the Government,” she said. 

“Centres receive contracts annually 
which set out priorities for that year 
and while we work to reallocate fund¬ 
ing to high-need areas, we can only 
continue to allocate fimding where 
performance fulfils training priorities.” 

Harlow MP Bill Rammell has also 
expressed his disappointment with 
UFI’s decision to withdraw funding 
from the service, adding that he will be 
supporting an appeal from the Learn¬ 
ing Shop against the decision.

LIBERAL Democrats are 
hailing their victory in 
Thursday’s Staple Tye by- 
election as the beginning 
of the end for Harlow’s 
underfire Conservative 
administration. 

John Strachan won the 
seat vacated by former Tory 
councillor David Kirton with

a 60-vote majority, strength¬ 
ening the Lib Dems’ position 
as the main opposition party 
on the council. 

Conservative Lorraine Calda¬ 
rella finished second with 544 
votes, Labour’s Dennis Palmer 
was third with 329 votes and 
UKIP candidate Daniel Balding 
trailed in fourth with 66 votes. 

The result leaves the Conser¬ 
vatives in control with 18 seats, 
Liberal Democrats with nine and 
Labour six. 

Mr Strachan overturned the 
Tories’ 292 majority in a result 
which he described as a clear 
indication that voters were 
becoming disillusioned with the 
current administration. 

“I knew from the reaction on 
the doorstep that people are get¬ 
ting fed up with the way the 
town is being run and this by- 
election result has given the 
strongest indication yet that the 
Tories’ days are numbered,” he 
told the Star. 

“This is the first real test they 
have had since coming to power 
last May and I have to say it was 
a real pleasure to wipe the smug 
looks off some of their faces. 

“I want to thank the people of 
Staple Tye for putting their trust 
in me to fight against the cut¬ 
backs on their behalf. It’s time 


for change and I won’t let them 
down.” 

Liberal Democrat group 
leader Chris Millington added: 
“This was a tremendous result 
for us and Harlow as a whole. 
John has worked incredibly hard 
in the build-up to this by-elec¬ 
tion and he lully deserves his 
victory. 

“The fact the Tories have lost 
more than 300 votes in under a 
year is quite astonishing and 
illustrates just how angry people 
are at the way they are systemat¬ 
ically dismantling the town with 
their devastating cutbacks.” 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson remained defiant. “The 
situations surrounding the by- 
election were very difficult for 
us; we had to take some very 
tough decisions that we knew 
not everyone would agree with 
when left with the financial 
mess of the last Liberal/Labour 
administration. 

“In the end it looks like UKIP 
cost us a very close fought elec¬ 
tion in what is traditionally the 
Liberals’ safest seat.” 

Labour group leader Mark 
Wilkinson said: “After 12 
months of Tory rule in this town 
people have seen what they are 
like and how they behave in cut¬ 
ting many services we hold dear. 

“I hope Harlow voters bear 
this in mind in the forthcoming 
county, European and general 
elections.”

Waste changes 
rushed through 

SIR, The Conservatives have finally 
pushed through the controversial 
waste agreement between Essex 
County Council and Harlow Council. 
But what happened to their promise 
to fully engage with the community 
on this vital decision affecting 
everyone? 

They ignored a petition of 2,459 
names collected over a few days and 
a survey indicating overwhelming 
opposition to fortnightly collections. 
Councillors were prevented from 
calling in the decision for a thorough 
public scrutiny. 

Our earlier consultations in 2002 and 
2005 clearly showed enthusiasm for 
waste reduction, increasing recycling 
and composting rates and avoiding 
landfill. The Tories’ consultation after 
their proposals were published merely 
explained changes without entering 
into a dialogue. What was needed 
was an extensive estate-by-estate 
consultation or even a referendum on 
fundamental changes. 

Residents were opposed to fortnightly 
collections on health and safety 
grounds. The original design of the 
town raised additional problems over 
wheeled bins. Sir Frederick Gibberd 
wanted green open spaces which also 
entailed smaller gardens, often at the 
back, while built-in cupboards at the 
front accommodated dustbins. Many 
terraces have narrow pavements, 
hazardous for wheelchair users and 
pushchairs confronted by rows of 
large wheeled bins. 

Elderly and disabled residents voiced 
concerns about struggling to move 
bins for collection. Assisted 
collections will continue but to what 
extent? It’s up to the contractor. 

Essex has modest ambitions for 
recycling and composting: a 60 per 
cent increase by 2020. Yet the Tory 
administration says it doesn’t even 
want to be held to this target. 

The likelihood of being locked into a 
PFI contract for 28 years is very 
worrying. It means being wedded to 
this particular strategy and lacks 
flexibility. It will also involve 
exorbitant costs, not to mention the 
massive outlay on wheelie bins and 
£250k to introduce the scheme. 

The Tories have rushed this through, 
leaving residents to pick up the tabs 
without listening to their fundamental 
objections. So much for engaging 
with the community and democratic 
accountability!

it will be able to hold a volume of 
traffic sufficient to ensure that the 
traffic is not then backed up to the 
Mil roundabout. 

I am also of the opinion that this will 
improve the flow of traffic into and 
out of Harlow sufficiently that the 
hold-ups during the busiest part of 
the rush hour will be less severe and 
shorter lived, although I accept that 
this remains to be seen, especially as 
I have not seen exact details of the 
proposed road layout. 

I agree the proposal is not nearly 
enough and I believe they should 
have at least dualled up to the Clock 
House Tower roundabout which 
would then have linked to the small 
bit of dual carriageway to Church 
Langley. This would have meant that 
the first bottleneck into Harlow 
would have been one of the current 
ones after the Church Langley 
roundabout which is a point after a 
lot of incoming traffic will have 
already turned off. 

I also support the proposed northern 
bypass, but this seems like something 
that could be some way off, if at all, 
and therefore I will take any 
improvement that we can get in the 
meantime. 

A review and a remedy of all the 
congestion issues in Harlow would be 
great but I just don’t see that 
happening in the current financial 
climate. So given a choice of 
piecemeal improvements or no 
improvements at all, then I shall take, 
and be grateful for, the piecemeal 
option.

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Jailed knife attacker 
to face deportation 

A MAN who stabbed and slashed a colleague 
following a row over cleaning has been jailed 
and told he will be deported when he 
completes his sentence. 

Aleksandrs Grinuks (25) knifed Raimonds 
Valdmanis in the chest and side at Barley 
Croft, Harlow, last November, Chelmsford 
Crown Court was told. Grinuks also held the 
knife to the victim’s throat before throwing him 
out of the house. 

The court was told that Grinuks wanted to 
teach Mr Valdmanis a lesson about leaving the 
house so dirty. 

Grinuks was initially arrested on suspicion of 
attempted murder but was later charged with 
wounding with intent to which he pleaded 
guilty. He was jailed for three years and three 
months. 

The court was told he had come to Britain 
from Latvia after seeing an advert on the 
internet for factory work. He was placed in the 
house with four other men, including the 
victim and the victim’s brother who were also 
from Latvia. 

Marcus Crosskell, prosecuting, said that on the 
day of the stabbing Grinuks had been drinking 
heavily and got annoyed about the state of the 
house 

Ben Hargreaves, representing Grinuks, said in 
mitigation that although the five housemates 
got on well at first, differences came to the 
fore. 


Town 'a magnet' for new retailers 


HARLOW continues to buck the 
national trend of shopping centres 
falling victim to the recession. 

Several new stores have opened in 
the town centre just a week after three 
new outlets started trading at the 
Harvey Centre. 

Among the new additions in Broad 
Walk is jewellery shop Diamonds & 
Pearls and low-cost homeware and 
soft furnishings chain Budget Lines. 

“There is a lot of interest in the 
other units,” said town centre devel¬ 


opment manager Richard Dennery, 
who hopes to make more announce¬ 
ments in the near future. 

“There are fewer empty units in 
Harlow now than there were in 
October 2008 when the impact of the 
credit crunch was really beginning to 
be felt. 

“What is particularly interesting is 
how differently Harlow is doing com¬ 
pared with much of the rest of the 
country. It is normal to see retail units 
becoming available just after the 


Christmas trading period has ended, 
and Harlow’s numbers jumped up in 
January and February as expected. 
But instead of continuing to increase, 
the number of empties has shrunk.” 

He added: “The town has a mag¬ 
netic quality which is attracting new 
retailers. Our location, our incredibly 
loyal customers and the promise of 
major redevelopment in the not-too- 
distant future are all adding to its 
attractiveness in what elsewhere con¬ 
tinues to be a very difficult market.”

THE alleged target of a firebomb 
which killed a young woman and 
left her boyfriend permanently 
brain damaged spoke this week of 
his terror after hearing the news of 
the blaze on the radio. 

Giving evidence via a video link, 
Darren Satchwell told a jury at 
Chelmsford Crown Court on Tuesday 
he had been staying with a friend on 
the night of the fire and heard the 
report while in a taxi. 

“It came over the radio and said the 
address,” he said. “I went straight to my 
mother’s old people’s home. Police were 
there. I was terrified.” 

Mr Satchwell, who has a history of drug 
use and suffers paranoid schizophrenia, also 
recounted some of the incidents he had suf¬ 
fered at his flat at Sherwood House, Bush 
Fair, including damage to the property, peo¬ 
ple spitting in his face and burglary. 

“I just got a feeling to get out of the 
place,” he said. “I was scared.”

Kerry Youngs (24), who lived with her 
boyfriend Kevin Chappie (31) in the flat 
above Mr Satchwell, never regained con¬ 
sciousness after she was rescued from the 
burning building by firefighters. 

The prosecution alleges two boys - then 
aged 13 and 14 - started the fire and the sub¬ 
sequent police investigation was hindered 
when lies were told about their whereabouts. 

Carl Manton, now 18, of Long Banks, 
Harlow and a 17-year-old boy, also from 
Harlow, who for legal reasons cannot be 
named, are accused of murder and grievous 
bodily harm. They deny the charges. 

They also deny manslaughter and arson 
with intent to endanger life and being reck¬ 
less as to whether life was endangered. 

The mother of the younger boy and a 37- 
year-old man from Woodford Green deny 
commiting acts tending or intending to per¬ 
vert the course of justice by making a false 
statement about the boy’s whereabouts. A 
15-year-old girl denies making a false state¬ 
ment. The trial continues.

The Orange pub 
had real appeal

W INDING down with a 
drink after a hard 
day at work is a 
popular pastime, if not a 
tradition. And residents of 
Harlow are spoilt for choice 
when it comes to hostelries. 
Back in the 1970s the Orange 
Footman was the place to go, with 
the huge building laying on a 
varied assortment of entertainment 
for the drinking public to enjoy.

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PAH medics in 
breast cancer 
treatment trial 

SURGEONS at Harlow’s Princess 
Alexandra Hospital are helping in 
the development of a new 
reconstruction technique for 
breast cancer patients. 

Women in the early stage of the 
disease currently undergo an 
operation during which a lump 
and breast tissue is removed. 

Now medics hope to use stem 
cell enriched fat from the 
patient’s own body to rebuild the 
area. 

Ashraf Patel, associate specialist 
in breast surgery, said: “We are 
one of three surgical teams in the 
United Kingdom to trial this new 
procedure as part of a multi¬ 
national clinical trial. 

“Results from other centres are 
encouraging so we are excited 
about this technique of breast 
restoration.”

TWO drug dealers caught in a 
police sting have been jailed for a 
total of seven years. 

Stephanie Greenley (24), of Peters- 
wood, Harlow, was jailed for three years 
while her partner Eamon Kenny (49), of 
Fennells, Harlow, was sentenced to four 
years. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told the pair 
were caught by police officers taking part in 
a special operation set up to tackle the supply 
of drugs in Harlow. 

When they were first approached by an 
undercover police officer posing as a cus¬ 
tomer, Greenley and Kenny had asked him to 
prove his identity and show them he was not 
wearing surveillance equipment as they had 
both previously been caught supplying drugs. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, told the court 
they then agreed to provide heroin for £15. 
They met up the following day and Kenny 
walked to a car and was driven around the cor¬ 
ner, returning a couple of minutes later. 

He held out three wraps to Greenley who 
held out her hand for the officer to take one of 
them. It contained a 319 milligrams of heroin 
with a purity of 24 per cent. 

Three similar transactions on two subse¬ 


quent days involved 249 milligrams, 151 mil¬ 
ligrams and 260 milligrams of varying per¬ 
centages of purity. 

Greenley pleaded guilty to supplying drugs 
worth around £15 while Kenny pleaded guilty 
to six offences of supplying or being con¬ 
cerned in the supply of heroin and cocaine on 
four occasions between September 17 and 
November 21 last year. 

The court was told Greenley had previous¬ 
ly been jailed for six months after breaching a 
suspended sentence for a similar offence. 

Avi Chaudhary, representing Greenley, said 
in mitigation that at the time of the offences 
his client was an addict who sold drugs to feed 
her habit. However, he addedshe was not a 
hopeless case. 

James Howard, representing Kenny, said he 
had only obtained the drugs to supply when 
asked for them and did not go round with 
them in his pockets to hand out. 

Jailing the pair, Judge Peter Fenn warned 
them that if they appeared in court for a third 
time on similar charges they could expect sen¬ 
tences in the region of seven years. 

“You must realise the great harm Class A 
drugs can cause,” he said. “They wreck peo¬ 
ple’s lives.

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Times are hard 
for pets, too... 


IT is not only people 
who are feeling the 
effects of the country’s 
economic crisis. 
Animals are suffering 
as well. 

Animal charities have reported a 
huge rise in the number of pets 
being abandoned. More than 30 
animals are being dumped in 
England and Wales every day as 
their owners can no longer afford 
to look after them. 

Last year the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
dealt with 11,586 abandoned 
animals, an increase of 4,239 
compared to the 2007 figure. 

One of the main reasons is that 
as the cost of looking after pets 
soars, many owners are 
struggling to find the money to 


pay for them. 

And it's not just cats and dogs 
that are being dumped. Rabbits, 
hamsters and even some more 
exotic species are finding 
themselves unwanted, while the 
number of abandoned horses 
has more than doubled. 

As well as people dumping 
animals, the RSPCA says it's also 
being swamped with calls from 
people seeking advice on how to 
cope with paying for their pets' 
food, vet bills and day-to-day 
care. 

RSPCA officer Tim Wass said: “It 
is an offence to abandon any 
animal and there is never any 
excuse for doing so. But if people 
have pets which, for whatever 
reason, they can no longer care 
for then help and advice is always 
available from the RSPCA.”

Hot on the heels of a double triumph 
at the National Operatic and Dramatic 
Association Awards, where the group 
netted two regional Best Drama 
accolades, Sawbridgeworth Players are 
busy rehearsing for the opening night 
of John Osborne’s The Entertainer. 
Hailed as a modern masterpiece, it 
follows washed-up comic Archie Rice 
and his desperate struggle to eke out a 
living in the twilight years of music hall. 
With its frank and unflinching 
discussion of alternative youth culture, 
homosexuality and politics, the play 
attracted praise and controversy in 
equal measure upon its original 
release. Even today, director Mike 
Cranch warned the production was 
not for the faint-hearted. 

“The Entertainer first hit the stage in 
1956 and it was very controversial as it 
covered topics never aired in public 
before,” he said. “John Osborne wrote 
with the intention of shocking, with 
references to homosexuality and extra¬ 


marital affairs. 

“The style of this play was then 
labelled ‘kitchen sink drama’, but today 
would be called a fly-on-the-wall 
experience. 

“When Archie is performing the 
audience is transported to a tatty 1950s 
northern seaside theatre where they 
are expected to join in, but as he 
returns to his dreary digs they become 
voyeurs, watching him self-destruct, 
crushing the affections of those he 


loves. 

“It has been a great pleasure directing 
this play, largely due to the great effort 
from the talented cast, the support 
from the techies and all the help and 
advice given to me by my wife.” 

# The show runs from May 14-16 at 
the Victoria Hall Theatre, in Bury Road, 
Old Harlow.

STAR TREK

SPACE: the final frontier. This is 
the maiden voyage of a shiny, 
new Starship Enterprise under 
the captainship of director JJ 
Abrams. 

Its mission: to revitalise a flagging 
yet beloved franchise, to breathe 
new life into iconic characters, to 
boldly go where so many have 
gone before. 

Star Trek is a big budget re-imagining of 
the series, exploring the formative years 
of Kirk, Spock and their interplanetary 
cohorts. 

Ardent fans of the universe created by 
Gene Roddenberry in the 1960s will take 
issue with some of the changes here, 


including the introduction of a forbidden 
romance and a time-travelling narrative 
thread. The new Star Trek also lacks an 
imposing villain and two hours simply 
isn’t long enough to establish all of the 
crew in sufficient detail, but it is a solid 
building block for the future. 

Michael Giacchino’s orchestral score is 
deafening from the opening sequence 
set aboard the USS Kelvin, captained by 
George Kirk (Chris Hemsworth) whose 
wife Winona (Jennifer Morrison) is 
about to give birth. Many years later, a 
cocksure and impetuous James T Kirk 
(Chris Pine) enrols at Starfleet Academy, 
making an instant friend in Dr Leonard 
McCoy (Karl Urban). 

Some of the other recruits prove more 
difficult to win over, especially Spock 
(Zachary Quinto), until a Romulan 
attack on the Vulcan homeland unites 
the young men and women. With 
Captain Christopher Pike (Bruce 
Greenwood) at the helm, crewmembers 
Uhura (Zoe Saldana), Chekhov (Anton 


Yelchin) and Sulu (John Cho) guide the 
pristine USS Enterprise into battle. 

But wily Romulan Nero has a few tricks 
up his sleeve, pushing poor Spock to the 
brink as he races to save his father and 
mother. 

Star Trek is a boisterous adventure 
incorporating that most reliable of plot 
devices, a black hole, which allows the 
filmmakers to ride roughshod over the 
past. Action sequences are orchestrated 
at breakneck speed, enlivened with slick 
digital effects. 

Pine inhabits his role with authority, but 
it is Quinto’s portrayal of the emotionally 
conflicted first officer struggling to 
control the rage within which lingers the 
memory. Simon Pegg plays Scotty for 
laughs, providing comic relief from the 
bombardment of explosions, bone¬ 
crunching fist fights and edge of seat 
escapes. 

Before this Star Trek even blasts off, a 
sequel is already pencilled in for stardate 
summer 2011.

THERE'S no place like home 
in Coraline, the first ever 
stop-motion animated 
feature created in 
stereoscopic 3D. 

This colourful yet 
thematically dark fairy tale 
has echoes of The Wizard Of 
Oz and Alice In Wonderland 
as an 11-year-old girl 
confronts the evil that 
threatens her fractured 
family. 

The eye-popping effects are 
used sparingly, but there are 


some neat flourishes like 
tunnels appearing to suck us 
in as they stretch back into 
the distance or a giant 
needle poking out of the 
screen, causing us to duck 
for cover. 

The story revolves around 
young Coraline Jones 
(voiced by Dakota Fanning), 
who moves into the Pink 
Palace Apartments with her 
writer mother Mel (Teri 
Hatcher) and father Charlie 
(John Hodgman). 

The apartment seems cold 
and the only child in the 
vicinity is a curious boy 
called Wybie Lovat (Robert 
Bailey Jr), who trundles 
around on a self-constructed, 



electric bicycle. To stave off 
boredom, Coraline explores 
her creaky, new home and 
meets the neighbours. 

Then, one night, she 
uncovers a secret door 
leading from the living room 
to a parallel reality called 
Other World, where her 
Other Mother and Other 
Father provide her with all of 
the love, support and 
attention she craves. 

The plucky heroine feels like 
she has stumbled into a 
living dream and considers 
staying in Other World for 
good.

W HAT makes a 4x4 a 
4x4? Is it the way it 
looks or the presence 
of four-wheel-drive 
mechanicals and at least a 
modicum of off-road ability? 

If it’s the latter, Toyota’s Urban 
Cruiser 4x4 is dangerously close to 
not being a 4x4 at all, but that 
won’t matter to buyers who choose 
it for its chunky appearance, low 
running costs and general 
suitability for modern urban life. 
Driving a 4x4 in the city is often 
portrayed as the social equivalent 
of piloting a speedboat around your 
local swimming pool, but the 
negative press has not deterred 
Toyota from developing an all¬ 
wheel-drive car specifically for use 
in town. With a name like Urban 
Cruiser, its purpose could hardly be 
any less ambiguous and the 
Japanese manufacturer is confident 
it can shed the stigma often 
attached to its contemporaries. 

The boom in compact 4x4s has 
been a defining feature of the 
market in recent years and Toyota 
was one of the first to book a place 
on that particular bandwagon with 
its RAV4. Now, mainstream 
marques that lack a compact 4x4 of 
some description are rare, but with 
the Urban Cruiser, Toyota could be 
reprising its talent for being quick 
to plug a gap in the market. 

Smaller than a RAV4 and without 
the off-road pretensions, the Urban 
Cruiser is an intriguing prospect 
in the sub-compact 4x4 sector. 


There are two- and four-wheel- 
drive versions, and even the 4x4 
models use the Active Torque 
Control transmission from the 
RAV4 which directs power 
exclusively to the front wheels 
until a loss of traction is detected. 
If the wheels spin on an icy road 
or muddy car park, the system 
diverts drive to the rear in a bid to 
maintain forward progress. This 
means that, for the vast majority 
of the time in their native urban 
settings, all Urban Cruisers will 
run in 2WD mode. 

The engines are small and 
economical. A 1.3-litre Dual VVT-i 
unit producing 99bhp is laid on for 
2WD customers, while those with a 
taste for diesel and four driven 
wheels get a 1.4-litre D-4D 


common-rail diesel with 89bhp. 
Both come mated to a six-speed 
manual gearbox and achieve 
similar performance. The petrol 
engine can do 0-60mph in 12.5s and 
the diesel is 0.2s slower. 

The Urban Cruiser is clearly no off- 
roader. It sits close to the ground, 
offering little more clearance than 
a standard hatchback. It doesn’t 
immediately say 4x4 when you clap 
eyes on it. The impression is more 
one of a pumped-up hatchback. 
Distinctive styling is not something 
Toyota is known for, but the Urban 
Cruiser has it with those bulging 
wheel arches, the pronounced 
shoulder line and a front end that’s 
chunkier than a Toblerone 
sandwich. The Urban Cruiser is 
certainly a compact customer, but 


the long wheelbase helps to deliver 
acceptable levels of interior space. 
A boot of 314 litres isn’t bad and 
the 60:40 split rear seats up 
capacity to 749 litres when lowered. 
Inside the Urban Cruiser, there’s a 
little more sparkle than in recent 
Toyota efforts. The novel 
instrument display is modelled on 
a radar screen and incorporates 
speedometer and tachometer dials 
within the same circle, secondary 
displays being then positioned to 
either side. 

Standard equipment levels run to 
climate control, 16in alloy wheels, 
privacy glass, keyless entry and 
start, retractable door mirrors and 
a six-speaker stereo with wheel- 
mounted controls. It’s positioned 
in the market below compact 4x4s 
like Toyota’s own RAV4 and the 
Nissan X-Trail, alongside models 
that make little or no pretence at 
off-road ability, concentrating 
instead on rugged urban style. The 
Nissan Qashqai and Dodge Nitro 
spring to mind as obvious rivals. 
The Urban Cruiser’s tough looks 
lead you to expect a certain 
ruggedness should the worst come 
to the worst. Sure enough, the 
body structure incorporates 
Toyota’s Minimal Intrusion Cabin 
System, which works to absorb 
impacts, distributing the forces 
around the vehicle and preserving 
the integrity of the passenger 
compartment. Seven airbags are 
fitted as standard, which is 
impressive in a car of this size, 
and active head restraints protect 


against whiplash. ABS, Brake 
Assist, brakeforce distribution, 
stability control and traction 
control are also standard, making 
this one of the best-equipped small 
cars around from a safety 
perspective. 

Saying that all 4x4s are bad for the 
environment is like asserting that 
all cats are dangerous. At one 
extreme you have tigers with their 
big pointy teeth and huge V8 
luxury 4x4s that are used 
exclusively for shopping or 
collecting the kids from school. 
Toyota is intent on installing its 
Urban Cruiser at the other end of 
the spectrum alongside the 
fluffiest kittens. To do this it has 
installed advanced, fuel-efficient 
engines; the 1.4-litre D-4D unit 
returns 57.7mpg on the combined 
cycle with 130g/km C0 2 emissions 
(the lowest emissions of any 4WD 
car using an internal combustion 
engine) and the 1.3-litre petrol gets 
51.4mpg and 129g/km with the aid 
of its Stop & Start technology 
There are issues surrounding the 
4x4 Urban Cruiser models which 
carry around a heavy 4x4 system 
that they may never need, but with 
the kind of economy the vehicle 
returns it can be forgiven this. 
Toyota’s effort definitely offers an 
attractive alternative to a 
mainstream hatch thanks to its 
elements of 4x4 practicality and 
style. Any injection of style into 
the manufacturer’s product 
portfolio should be commended.

Huge blow as cricket ace returns to India 


JAMES Butler’s Harlow have suf¬ 
fered a massive blow with the 
news that overseas cricket star 
Abhishek Jhunjhunwala has been 
recalled to play in India.

Jhunjhunwala hit 53 in the 
Essex League Cup second round 
eight-wicket defeat by division one 
Loughton on Saturday, before fly¬ 
ing back to India. 

Harlow welcomed back captain 


Butler but were without three key 
players in Luke Heskett, Zap Nazir 
and Nick Butler. 

Harlow collapsed from 110-1 to 
157 all out.
